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Selectmen’s Report. 

Tib- the Taxpayers : 

The past year has brought about the substantial com- 
pletion of all the undertakings which the town has spe- 
cially directed at annual meetings, viz: Rivei; street bridge, 
widening Strong avenue, opposite the freight depot, widen- 
ing State street near the junction with Grove street, and 
Memorial Hall. All this work has been done as cheaply as 
could be and yet has been all very, expensive work from the 
necessities of the case. 

NEW HIGHWAYS AND ALTERATIONS, ETC. 

Harrison street, connecting Park avenue with Mineral 
street, has been laid out by commissioners'appointed by the 
County Court, upon substantially the same survey as laid 
out by the selectmen in 1887. The commissioners in- 
creased the amount of land damages considerably over that 
allowed by the selectmen of 1887. The road has been 
thoroughly built and all land damages paid. 

Arrangements were made with Mrs. Spencer and the 
Spencer heirs for the widening of State street, after consid- 
erable negotiations, and the street has been opened to travel. 

Garden street extension, from Grove street to Pine street, 
was laid out by a former board, but the land damages were 
not paid. Land damages are now paid and the street has 
been worked and opened for travel. 

The north end of Lafayette street in front of the Fagan 
place has been altered and straightened, . and the house 
moved back. A part of the expense of doing it was paid 
by Mr. Edwin Edgerton in addition to the amount paid by 
the town. 
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Bellevue avenue, connecting Woodstock avenue with 
Temple street, and East Center street running easterly front 
East street, roads laid out by former boards, have been 
built. 

An extension of State street across lands of the Pier.point 
estate and of Wm. H. Dunton, and Bates street running 
from South .Main street to the new Toy Works have been 
laid out and built. No land damages were claimed on 
either of these streets. 

The alteration of the road around Cheney Hill has been 
finally completed. The work of building it was let by con- 
tract to Spaulding & Meyerhoffer, but on account of the- 
wet summer the building of it was greatly delayed. In ad- 
dition to the contract work, the selectmen widened it, in 
places, from what it at first contemplated, and thoroughly 
gravelled it. 

The details of the cost of these several roads and land 
damages are shown in the list of orders appended. Charles 
E. Willis has had charge of the building of most of the new 
roads as well as most of the current repairs on old roads. 

DOG FUND. 

The dog fund paid into the town treasury amounted to 
$354 40, and for the first time the entire amount has been 
required to pay claims for damages done to sheep by dogs.

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RIVER STREET BRIDGE. 

The bridge has been completed and opened for travel, 
and all bills for the construction thereof have been paid* 
Agreement was made after considerable delay with the dif- 
ferent railroad by which a portion of the cost of construc- 
tion has been paid back to the town. The amounts 
(received aggregate $8,098.78, apportioned as follows : 


Bennington & Rutland Railway Co TRIGS' 60 

Delaware & Hudson Canal Co 3,005 79 

Rutland Railroad Co. 3,924 39 


There were several large items which have entered into 
ihe cost of the bridge which the railroads claimed had not 
-entered into their calculations of the expense of the bridge, 
•and which they refused to pay a proportionate part of, such 
as the iron railings, the Post street approach, the bill of the 
Yermont Marble Co., for services of Patch, and the land 
-damage for the east abutment, etc. 

Claims have been made for the selectmen to pay to Mr. 
A. P. Davis, Mrs. Gilfeather and Daniel Gerrity for dam- 
ages caused to their properties on account of the construction 
•of the bridge, and litigation is threatened. The attention 
•of the town is brought to this subject in an article in the 
warning. 

memorial hall. 

Four thousand dollars was appropriated at the last meet- 
ing in addition to what had already been contracted to 1 
•complete the hall. Of this amount the selectmen have 
expended $3,718.28 for work and material which had not 
•been contracted for prior to the last meeting. The list of 
orders shows of what items this amount is made up. The 
hall is now substantially completed, but there should be 
some sort of a fence or wall around the sides and in the 
rear. A settlement should now be had with the other two 
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towns for their proportion of the cost of the hall. An arti- 
cle looking to the appointment of a committee to act with* 
the selectmen, if necessary, ha3 been put into the warnings 
city chabter. 

The subject of a city charter for a whole or a part of the 
town has been for some time past agitated in the village, 
and at the last village meeting a vote was passed providing 
for the appointment of a committee on the part of the vil- 
lage, and asking that the selectmen appoint a similar com- 
mittee to act with and form part of the village committee. 
This seemed proper, in view of the fact that it is proposed 
by some that the entire township should be embraced in 
the proposed city. The selectmen appointed Messrs. M. L. 
Thomas, H. E. Colburn, T. W. Moloney, P. W. Clement 
and Geo. T. Chaffee. This committee has held meetings- 
and we suppose will report to the next village meeting. 

TOWW HALL. 

There has been received from rents of the town hall 1 
during the past year, $435.40, and there is now in the 
hands of the selectmen, and immediately due for t/se off 
the hall, $49, making the total income, $484.40. Included 
in this amount is the balance of $37.90, received from Mr. 
Creed in settlement of his account of last year. 

The expenses of taking care of the hall, such as janitor, 
gas, electric lighting, fuel, etc., is $574.27. All bills to* 
Feb. 1st have been paid. In addition to the above expenses,, 
there has been a new furnace put in at an expense of $265. 
The heat has been conducted into a room formerly warmed 
by a stove, and the stove was turned in as part of the cost 
of the new furnace. Tne old furnace was all worn out and 
used up. 

The vault in the town clerk’s office had become too small- 
to properly hold the records and papers of the town, and 
so the two vaults have been made into one, making a much- 
better place for the storing of the records and papers. The-

bindings of many of the older volumes of records had 
become worn out, and we have had about 30 of them 
re-bound. 

TUNNELS. 

In accordance with the vote of the town we have had a 
survey made and estimates of the cost of construction of 
tunnels under the railroads. The report and estimates 
appear elsewhere. The survey and estimates were made by 
Messrs. Chappell & Burke at an expense of $50. 

HIGHWAY OVERDRAFT, 

There has been for several years an overdraft in the 
highway account, and for each year there has been an arti- 
cle in the warning to see if the town will vote to raise more 
than the 15 cent highway tax required by law and apply 
the same to the overdrawn highway account. Attention is 
called to this article this year. It is impossible to keep the 
highways in proper repair aud pay the overdrawn account 
on the 15 cent tax. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

The work of the past year has taken a large portion of 
the time of the selectmen. We have been together in ses- 
sion, on town business,, over fifty different times, most of 
which have been in the evening, but many of them during 
the daytime, when private work had to be neglected. 

We have endeavored to look after the affairs of the town 
faithfully and honestly. 

The list of orders drawn during the past year has been 
classified somewhat in the attempt to show just how much 
has been expended for the different works and departments. 

Messrs. Harris and Chaffee of the selectmen do not sign 
the report or warning — the former being absent from town 
and the latter sick and unable to leave the house.

OVERSEER’S REPORT. 

o 


To the Taxpayers : 

The expenses of caring for the poor daring the past 
year have been a trifle less than the year before. Had it 
not been for the extraordinary amount of sickness the 
present winter, I think there would have been quite a large 
reduction. * 

There has always been an attempt on the part of other 
towns to thrust their paupers upon this town, and this- 
town has not always looked into such matters as sharply as 
it should. The cost of maintaining such poor as are legally 
chargeable, is sufficiently large without extending to such 
as belong to other towns. I have learned during the past 
year of several persons who have for years, sometimes, 
received help from this town that other towns ought to 
have paid for, and have taken measures to prevent such 
matters in the future. 

I have collected from other towns $268.95, and there is 
also due, as I claim, from other towns for care of their 
poor, $490. 52. What ha3 been collected and is now due, 
when subtracted from the orders drawn, would make the 
expenses of the past year $6,028.84. 

I have bought $103.50 worth of manure, included in the 
above amount, for the poor farm, and have built over 300 
rods of wire fence and 78 rods of board fence. I have 
cleared up and cultivated two acres of new land in the 
pasture, and have also cleared up from second growth 
timber a large amount of pasture, and cut therefrom above 
30 cords of summer wood. 
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I have negotiated the sale of the Stafford place, and it is 
partly paid for. 

The town farm and buildings are in good condition and 
entirely suitable. 

Detailed statements of expenses and other matters are 
-appended to my report. t

To the Selectmen of the Town of Rutland : 

Gentlemen — I n compliance with your instructions, 
we have made investigations with regard to the feasibility 
and cost of extending Pine street southerly to Forest street, 
and carrying it under the railroad tracks, of depressing the 
grade of W est and Forest streets so that they shall pass 
under the railroad tracks, and of extending Freight street, 
under the railroad yard to Union street. 

We submit herewith a plan, profile and estimates, and 
report the results obtained as follows, viz.: 

The grade necessary to carry Freight street extension 
under the tracks would make a cut of 12 feet at the corner 
of Evelyn and Freight streets, and would necessitate exca- 
vation and'retaining walls not only on Freight street and its 
extension, but also on Evelyn street as far south as the 
Clement bank building, thereby incurring heavy damages 
to property. This, taken in conjunction with the cost of 
bridges to support the ten tracks, evidently would make 
the total cost so excessive as to render this route unfeasible 
in comparison with the others. It is probable, too, that 
the spaces between tracks would have to be bridged, thus 
making a continuous bridge for a distance of 160 feet. 
The roadway would necessarily be dark and damp, and it 
could be drained only by connecting with the sewer at 
additional expense. In view of these considerations we 
have deemed it inexpedient to make a formal estimate of 
cost on Freight street, but submit plan and profile to illus- 
trate the foregoing statements.

The proposed extension of Pine street is about 618 
feet in length and 50 feet in width, extending across lands 
of J. W. Cramton, the Rutland Railroad Company and the 
Moseley & Stoddiard Manufacturing Company, to Forest 
street, near its junction with Howe street. 

The four railroad tracks would be carried by iron gird- 
ers, having a deck span of 41 feet in the clear, and a clear 
height of 13 feet above the street. 

We have estimated for West and Forest streets sepa- 
rately, as directed, but have aho combined the estimates 
on these two streets, for it is obvious that in their present 
location neither of these streets can be carried under the 
tracks without depressing the other in like manner. 

Our plan of West street is to carry the two railroad 
‘tracks by iron girders having a through span of 112 feet in 
the clear, leaving a roadway 40 feet in width between walls 
and 13 feet clear height under the bridge. 

The retaining walls would extend a sufficient distance 
along the street, as shown on the plan. 

A roadway 18 feet in width, with the necessary retain- 
ing walls would be provided as a thoroughfare to the Lin- 
coln Iron Works and Baxter street. 

The three tracks at Forest street are proposed to be 
carried by iron girders of the same kind, span and clear 
height as those provided for Pine street extension. 

The drainage on north end of Forest street would 
flow into West street, as shown on the profile. 

In connection with the proposed separation of grades 
at West street, we submit plan and profile showing pro- 
posed change of location for Forest street, so that it would 
pass between Holmes’ boiler shop and the house owned by 
Mrs. Mary A. Meldon, and would meet the present location 
of Forest street about 170 feet north of Howe street. 

The proposed change would obviate the necessity of a 
bridge at Forest street, and diminishes the combined esti- 
mated cost of the West and Forest street work by nearly 

$9,000, land damages not considered on either street. 

• 


In the event of such change in the location of Forest 
street, it would be necessary to discontinue only that por- 
tion of it now covered by the railroad. The remainder could 
be used as at present. 

Forest street changed as here proposed would enter West 
street immediately west of the proposed bridge. 

The distance between West and Howe streets would be 
only 190 feet greater by way of the proposed change of 
Forest street than by the route now traveled. 

In onr plans and estimates for these proposed improve- 
ments we have dealt only with existing order of things. We 
have not estimated for land damages in any case. 

Reference to plan will show that the proposed retain- 
ing walls on Forest and West streets are so located as to 
leave all buildings accessible to teams from the street.
